BRUTAL CRIME BY A “DARK 
MAN” AND A “LIGHT MAN.” 


REVOLVER USED AS A CLUB. 


The Thugs Left the Girl Lying as One 
Dead and, as Usual, Made 
Their Escape. 


The gang of saloon looters who have been 
reaping a harvest in St. Louis for nearly 
three months,showed up in Carondelet Tues- 
day night and, by way of divertisement, 
held up a pretty barmaid. 

After riffing .the money drawer, one 
of the robbers struck the defenseless young 
girl a murderous blow on the head. The 
men escaped, leaving her for dead. 

The scene of the hold-up was William 
Kaufer’s saloon at 7918 South Broadway. 

The robbery was apparently well planned, 
the perpetrators spending the entire day 
around the place and selecting the most 
favorable time for the holdup. 

Mr. Kaufer left his saloon at 1 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon to attend the funeral of 
a lodge member. Fritz, his oldest son, had 
been called away on business earlier in 
the day, and there was no one left to tend 
bar but Mrs. Kaufer and her daughter, 
Josephine, 18 years old. 

Though Miss Kaufer is not in the habit 

of dispensing drinks, she volunteered to 
look after the saloon alone, Mrs. Kaufer re- 
maining upstairs. 
) About 2 o’clock she noticed two men en- 
gaged in close conversation near the front 
door. One of them was a young man with a 
black slouch hat and a dark cutaway suit. 
The other wore a light sack suit and was 
older. 

The man in the Ught suit was trying to 
induce the other to enter the saloon. After 
some parleying the younger man entered 
and bought a small bottle of whisky. He 
went out with it and the two men walked 
south toward Tesson street. 

About an hour later the men came back. 
The man in black sat down near a table, 
resting his elbows on the table and covering

his face with his hands. His companiem in- 
vited him to drink, hut he refused, saying 
that he was sick. The man in the light suit | 
bought a glass of beer and the two fell 1 
arguing politics with an old man who had 
been sitting near the stove. 

The argument waxed warm and the old 
man got the worst of it and limit the saloon 
in a huff. 

Apparently this was what the robbers 
wanted, for as soon as the old man went 
out the man in the light suit advanced to- 
ward the bar. 

Just then two customers of the place en- 
tered and the pair left the saloon. 

Miss Kaufer noticed that during their 
stay the dark man had etudiously hidden 
his face from observation. 

It was 5:30, and just getting dark, when 
the men showed up again. They came in 
and bought two glasses of beer. There were 
three customers at the other end of the bar. 

The customers left a few minutes later, 
leaving Miss Kaufer, the two men and 
Miss Kaufer’s pet parrot in the saloon. 

The men sat at one of the tables, the 
dark man still hiding his face. 

The parrot perched itself on his hat. 

The dark man repeatedly said he Was 
sick. 

The light man induced him to take a glass 
of beer. ‘They went to the bar, and after 
drinking the beer the light man went 
through his pockets and then said to the 
other: . 

“Give the girl a dime; I’m busted.” 

A right,” eaid the dark man, as he 
started apparently for the back door. 

He walked unsteadily, as if very ill, until 
he reached the end of the baz. ’ 

Then a wonderful transf tion took 
place. The sick man straightened up and 
rushed behind the bar, at the same time 
pulling a revolver and pointing it at Miss 
Kaufers head.

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HIS DEAD FACE 


GNAWED BY RATS 


CRIPPLED AND A PAUPER, Mon- 
PHINE SOLACED HIM. 


GHASTLY FIND BY HIS HOST. 


Hoyt Was Once a Wealthy Manufac- 
turer and Kept His Pride When 
All Else Was Gone. 


On a slab in the Morgue lies the body of 
Le Grand Hoyt, acripple, who, after poison- 
ing himself, fell in the hallway of a build- 
ing where the rats ate the flesh from his 
face and hands. 

At the Morgue the face is not recognizable. 
The rodents had eaten away the ears, the 
cheeks and lips, the eyes and the nose and 
chin. In many places the bone was bare, 
while in other places blood had formed in 
great clots and dried. 

Hoyt’s body was found at 7 o’clock .Wed- 
nesday morning by Louis Schultz, who lives 
at 1207 Olive. street. He rushed to the City 
Dispensary, and in a few minutes an ambu- 


lance brought the body to the Dispensary. 

For the last six years Hoyt had been the 
recipient ot charity at the hands of Schultz 
and his wife. He wag a cripple, was aged 
and was unable to work. They fixed up a 
cot for him in the downstairs hallway, and 
there it was he slept each night since 


the table set by Mrs. Schultz. He would 
enter the house late at night and go to 
bed before seeing any one. 

‘Tuesday afternoon Hoyt ‘complained of 
being sick. Schultz advised him to go to 
the hospital or the Poor-house; said he was 
getting to that age where he could fall back 
on the city and spend his last days in 
ease. 

That made him despondent and he left the 
house, saying that he did not care to live 
any longer. He was heard to come in a> 
about U o’elock Tuesday night, but he 
made no unusual noise, and seemingly went 
to bed. 

At Ta. m Wednesday, Schultz came down- 
stairs. Hoyt’s cot occupied the alcove under 
the stairs. As Schultz passed the bed he 
saw that Hoyt had fallen on *he covers 
with his clothes on. Hoyt’s face was toward 
the wall. Schultz shook the arm to arouse 
the man. When there was no response he 
turned the body over. As he did so a rat, 
which had been gnawing at the dead man’s 
face, ran across the covers and dropped 
through a hole in the floor. 

Schultz saw the bloody face. He called an 
ambulance and at the City Dispensary Dr. 
Thompson made an examination inte the 
cause of death. 

The docter found every indication that 
Hoyt had taken morphine. It was evideht 
that in a fit of despondency he had poison- 
ed himself and gone to his cot to die: 

The body @as sent to the Morgue. 

Before the war Hoyt was a wealthy man- 
ufacturer in Bridgeport, Conn. He was 
wounded in both legs during a scrimmage 
in Bridgeport during the war and since 
then has been a cripple. He was not in 
the army. 

After the war he was a pauper. The loss 
affected his mind and he left his native 
town to come West. Since then he has lived 
at different times in the larger cities of the 
country, always being an object of charity. 
He came to St. Louis about eight years 
ago and has been a familiar street figure 
ever since. He often told Schultz thai he 
was too proud to beg and delighted in tell- 
ing the story. of how he tried to whip a 
man who handed him @ piece of money 
on the street. Hetwas 55 years old. 
Hoyt's relatives live in Bridgeport. The 
police have telegraphed them and are now 
awaiting instructions,

WEYLER MARCHES, 


Cuba’s Captain General Begins His 
Campaign Against the 
Insurgents. 


NEW YORK, Nov. U.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Havana says: Gen. Arolas 
Has arrived at Mariel, accompanied by his 
staff, adjutants and a large escort. With 
the General there arrived also the Principa 
cavalry regiment. Gen. Gasco also arrived 
from Guanajay with a large force and 
Lieut.-Col. Ordenex with officers of the 
military line. The transport Logazpi en® 
tered the harbor and anchored a short dis- 
tance from the wharf. Gen. Arolas immedai- 
ately went aboard with his Adjutant, 
Lieut.-Col. Pierre, and the Mayor of the 
down, Senor Lavistan. At 7 o’clock to 


the minute, the gunboat was moored to the 
Wharf an the General-in-Chief jumped 
ashore with Gen. Aguilera, Lieut.-Cols.

Without delay, Gen, Weyler with his staff 
crossed the town of Mariel, all the forces 
being in correct formation, the line ex- 
tending about a kilometer on the highway.

Gen. Weyler’s column was composed of 
the battalions of America, Castilla, Reine, 
Barcelona and Puerto Rico, six pieces of 
arsillery, 400 cavalry, forming the Principe 
regiment, and guerrillas—in all 6,000 men.

FIFTH ARBITRATOR. 


King Oscar of Sweden and Norway 
Chosen by England and the 
United States. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 11.—By the 
terms of the arbitration treaty between the 
United States and Great Britain the King 
of Sweden and Norway, Oscar II., has been 
chosen as the fifth official arbitrator. The 
other arbitrators, four in number, are to 
be designated, two by the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice of England and two by the Chief Jus- 
tice of the United States, 

This is the final and most important feat- 
ure of the treaty for the complete adjust- 


ment of the long-pending Venezuelan con- 
troversy. 

The treaty was concluded at the British 
Embassy, Sir Julian Pauncefote represent- 
ing her Britannic Majesty, and Secretary 
Olney the United States. en Secretary 
Olney and Sir Julian reached their final 
conclusions a cablegram was dispatched to 
Lord Salisbury, notifying him of the result. 
It reached him within one hour of the time 
when he went on the platform at Guildhall 
and it was the basis for his announcement 
to England and the entire world that the 
Venezuelan controversy was settled. 

It was deemed better to select King Oscar 
II. by treaty rather than to leave the ge- 
lection of the fifth arbitrator to the other 
four. As a King seldom leaves his country, 
except on state visits to other sovereigns, 
it is not expected that King Oscar II. wil] 
go outside of Sweden, for the arbitrators 
and the court are likely to git at Stockholm. 
The choice of King Oscar appears to have 
been a most fortunate one, as he is untver- 
sally regarded as a man of great attain- 
ments, of judicial temperament and of em- 
inent fairness. Among the monarchs of 
Europe he is probably the most popular, as 
he goes freely.among the people, and is 
thoroughly democratic in his ways.

NEU YORK, Nev. II. — The World this 
morning says: Knights of Labor and the 
American Federation of Labor, through 
their officers, have demanded a revision of 
the lists from which the Grand-jurors of 
the county are selected. The labor organi- 
gations alleged that too many capitalists 
and too few workingmen are on the lists to 
insure justice. 

Both the organizations yesterday sent to 
the Board of Commissioners of Grand- 
jurors a memorial containing a list of mem- 
bers of the two organizations, who, it is 
claimed, are eligible as Grand-jurors.

DUTIES FOR REVENUE my, 


Vigorous Effort to Be Made to Estab- 
lish Reciprocity With the 
United States. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 11.—Sir Richard 

Cartwright, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, has returned to the city, and during 
the remaining portion of the week he will 
be engaged with Mr. Fielding, Minister of 
Finance, and Mr. Patterson, Comptroller of 
Customs, in preparing for the meeting of 
the Tariff Commission, which is to come to 
Toronto next week. The intention is to 
visit the leading centers of industry in 
Canada east of the great lakes, with 6 
view by personal inquiry and contact with 
merchants, manufacturers and importers, 
to ascertain their wishes and suggestions 
regarding the measure which the Govern- 
ment is compelled to introduce into Par- 
liament next session for the reduction and 
rearrangement of the tariff. 
In the meantime all the boards of trade 
throughout the country have been commun- 
ligated with and requested to forward to 
the Department of Trade and Commerce 
such suggestions of changes as they may 
think should be embodied in the tariff bill. 
It is significant that the boards of trade 
of Winnipeg and other ‘points in the North- 
west Territory, where the farming element 
largely predominates, are in favor of a 
sweeping reduction in the tariff. The chief 
articles which they are urging the Govern- 
ment to take action upon are agricultural 
implements, coal oll and binder twine. 

As regards the duty on binder twine, both 
the Dominion Government et Kingston 
itentiary end the Ontario Government at 
the Provincial Prison in Toronto, have had 
to establish the requisite plants for the pur. 
pose of manufatturing twine in order to

ARCHBISHOP KAIN WILL NAME A 
CLERICAL BOARD. 


WILL HAVE PLENTY TO DO. 


Schools Have to Be Graded, a System 
Built Up and Uniform Text 
Books Introduced. 


Archbishop Kain will shortly name a di- 
ecesan committee of examination and a 
diocesan school board to regulate and super- 
intend the parochial schools of the diocese. 

The entire membership of both bodies will 
be clerical. 

In all likelihood the Metropolftan will 
combine the duties of the two bodies and 
lay upon his school board the duties of the 
examining commission. 

When the new body is created and as- 
gumes its duties it will work a revolution 
in the conduct of the parochial schools 
throughout the city. 

At present the schools of the diocese are 
conducted without regard to one another. 
There is no general system, no uniformity 
in text books or course of study. Each 
achool is practically an isolated institution,

his diocese. 

Tt is stated there that within one year 
after the promulgation of the decrees the 
Bishop must name one or more priests 
who shall constitute a Diocesan Committee 
of Examination. 

Tt will be their duty to examine all ap- 
licants, lay or clerical, for the position of 
eacher in the parochial schools. After an 
oral and written inquisition they will issue 
certificates, good for five years, to the suc- 
cessful candidates. 

No priest will be permitted to engage 
a teacher who has not received à certifi 
cate. . 

The examining board meets twice a year. 

The school board’s duties have been out- 
lined. They are exactly similar to those 
of the public school board’s except that 
they have nothing to do with the financial 
conduct of the schoole. The appointment 
of teachers also rests with the parish

WISH TO SELL REAL ESTATE. 
Intends to Dispose of the Educational 


Building, Which Cost $500,000 
Five Years Ago. 


Since the School Board was reorganized 
last spring its management of school affairs 
has been characterized by reckless extrav- 
agance and something worse. 

As a result the Board now finds itself 
practically without funds. Those within 
the ring have been having things their own 
way in the matter of contracts let by the 
Building Committee. Now the ring finds 
so little left in the treasury that it is no 
longer profitable to put through deals in 


the Building Committee. 

In order that the members of the ring may 
make their public service more profitable 
to themselves, a scheme is on foot for the 
sale of the Board of Education Building, 
which was erected five years ago at a cost 
of $500,000, after the old Polytechnic Building 
had been sacrificed in the manner it is pro- 
posed to sacrifice the new building. 

It is co by some of the ring that 
the property will have to be sold at a sacri- 
fice, but it is thought that at least $300,000 
will be realized, which will be rich pickings 
for a time at least. Property at Ninth and 
Locust streets is rapidly enhancing in value, 
but the ring cannot wait for better prices 
to provide itself with the means of weather- 
i the storms of winter. 

President Bus and the ring had things 
all their own way under the ‘present ar- 
rangement of committees, it was thought 
that the re-election of Bus would have no 
effect on the make-up of the committees. 
It develops, however, that on account of the 
lack of funds, control of the Building Com- 
mittee is not now necessary to the ng. 
the committees are to be reorganized. 

The scheme to sell the Board of Education 
building renders it necessary that the ring 
shall control the Lands and Leasing Com- 
mittee, which will engineer the deal.

IS BEN KIRBY 
CROOK OR MARTYR? 


HE TELLS A MOVING STORY OF 
UNMERCIFUL DISASTER. 


LOST MONEY AND EYESIGHT. 


From Health, Strength and Affluence 
Plunged to Penury and Par- 
tial Paralysis. 


If Ben Kirby, sentenced to three years in 
the penitentiary for counterfeiting, is inno- 
cent he is the most afflicted man since Job 
sat amid his woes. 

The government officers who convicted 
Kirby say he is a scoundrel and a maligner, 
while his attorney, Mr. Sutherland, says he 
is the victim of a conspiracy, a paralytic 
and almost bereft of sight. 

“I never defended a man of whose in- 
nocence I was so thoroughly convinced,” 


declared Mr. Sutherland, after Judge Will- 
lams in the United States District Court 
pee sentenced Kirby. to three years at hard 
abor. 

Hard labor,” said the attorney humor- 
ously; Why, Kirby scarcely has the use 
of his legs. His arms are helpless. One 
eye is blind and the other is very nearly 
so. I would like to know what hard labor 
he can do.“ 

The bailiffs of the court are glad that they 
have Kirby off their hands, as they had 
much trouble in steering and helping him 
to and fro from the Four Courts to the 
Federal building. 

Kirby’s story, told in his own defense, 
is unique among the tales of accused men. 
His troubles began one day in August, 1895, 
in a small town in Texas County, Mo., deep 
in the fastnesses of the Ozarks. Kirby 
was at peace with the world. Strong of 
limb, prosperous in his avocation as elec- 
trician and stationary engineer, he jingled 
$400 in flve-dollar gold pieces which, he 
just drawn from bank. 

While Kirby was basking in the smiles of 
fortune he met a friend named Shepard to 
whom he handed over his “yellow fellows” 
for safe keeping. Half an hour later Shep- 
ard got into a row. He resisted officers and 
was shot dead by a posse. The gold was 
found in woos gly 7 kets and the citizens 
who inspected it declared it was counterfeit. 
Kirby came forward and claimed the money 
and he was arrested for having spurious 
money. A warrant was issued for him in the 
Western Federal District of Missouri and 
the man who had seen his friend shot 
down was hurried off to Springfield for a 
hearing. 

Kirby avers that the prosecution was 
dropped because the United States officers 
more expert than citizens of Texas County 
admitted that the coins were genuine. 

Mr. Clopton, United States Attorney for 
the Eastern District, declares that the 
case against Kirby was not pushed because 
there was doubt as to which district had 
jurisdiction of the case 

At any rate, Kirby Was let go, but he 
did not get back his gold. He took a train 
for Texas County, and before his journey 
ended he was badly used up in a collision. 
His backbone was twisted, his head was 
battered, his lower limbs, side and arms 
were paralyzed, and one of his eyes was 
darkened forever. The other eye can only 
see an object a few feet away by close 
scrutiny. 

Kirby was 8 his physical afflic- 
tions and the loss of his friend and gold, 
when he was induced to leave his home for 
Winona, a Texas County town. He says he 
got a letter from a man named Ed Depriest 
who said he wanted assistance, and for- 
warded $5 to Kirby to visit Winona. . When 
Kirby reached Winona, he was driven by 
John Barclay to Ed Depriest's farm, and 
escorted to an out-house. There, the con- 
victed man declares, he was shown a coun-

He asked to be driven back to Winona, but 
Depriest and his associates left him to drag 
his almost helpless limbs as best he could.

Thence he made his way 
home, and forgot all about counterfeiting 
until he was arrested in May for his visit 
to Depriest’s farm. 
Depriest and his associates told a dif- 
ferent story. They pictured themselves as 
innocent country lads, who had been induced 
by Kirby, a skilled mechanic, to go into 
the counterfeiting business. They swore
